At the last meeting of the Common Council, you requested 
an opinion as to whether an ordinance or an amendment to the 
Minimum Housing Code of the City of Fort Wayne would be necessary 

E EO require closer city supervision of all rental housing within 
the City. 


The Minimum Housing Code* as it is now written author- 
izes and directs the City Building Commissioner "to enter, 


<» examine and survey all dwellings, dwelling units, rooming units 
j and premises" when certain requirements have been met and 
satisfied. 


1. Individual properties may Be-inspected when 
ae probable cause that conditions not conforming to the 
Code exist is shown by affidavit and an inspection ` 
warrant is issued. 


gmc Z. A blanket inspection of all dwelling units can  - 
be made when an official determination of the need of 
such inspection has been made a matter of written 
public record and proper newspaper notice thereof has 
been published. 


3. Routine spot inspections of all dwelling units 
can be made following an official determination of 
need when a written public record is made thereof and 

proper newspaper notice has been given. 


In Short, the Code, as it now stands, provides for in-

dividual, blanket and spot inspections and applies with equal 
force to rental and non-rental properties regardless of age. 


= In my opinion, the Code now Brovides adequate authorization 


for inspection of all dwellings within the City of Fort Wayne. 


In my opinion, the three-way approach afforded by the Code 
provides adequate authority to the City to inspect any and all 
dwellings in the performance of its duty to safeguard the health 
and safety of the occupants and the general public.

City Court Judge Joe Christoff has discussed 
your concern with the office of City Court Judge. He and 
Larry Burke, president of the Allen County Bar Association, 
have asked the Judicial Selection and Tenure Committee to 
make a study of this office and make recommendations to the 
City Council, particularly concerning whether or not the 
office should be full time and the compensation for the 
office. 


After study, the Judicial Selection and Tenure 
Committee recommend that the office of City Judge should be 
a full-time job held by an attorney who will not practice 
law at the same time. We recommend that this office carry 
compensation equal to that which is received by the Allen 
County Circuit and Superior Judges, namely, $21,500 per 
year. 


If this recommendation cannot be feasibly put 
into effect, as an alternate, we recommend that there be 
two part-time City Court Judges (if such is possible under 
existing legislation) and that the compensation of each of 
these Judges be increased from the present $7,800 per year. 


The Allen County Bar Association and the 

Indiana State Bar Association have approved the report of 
the Indiana Judicial Study Commission and hope that the 
present General Assembly will adopt a Resolution proposing 
a Constitutional Amendment to the Judicial Article of the 
Indiana Constitution. This Amendment would substantially 
update and streamline the Indiana judicial system. I am

not already seen this. If this reform should sometime in 
the future become effective, we believe it would substan- 
tially solve many of the problems of the City Court. The 
matters now heard in the Fort Wayne City Court would be 
heard by a regular full-time Judge who would receive the 
same compensation of other full-time Judges. This court 
would be integrated with all of the other courts, and the 
Judge would be appointed by the Governor from a panel 
chosen by a special nominating commission. 


In view of the tremendous caseload of the 
Fort Wayne City Court and Allen County's increasing 
population, and in view of the fact that the only contact 
with courts that 9 out of 10 people have is with the City 
Court, we feel that the upgrading of the court eventually 
must come. 


I hope that this letter will be of some help 
to you. If you or the Council have any other specific 
matters you would like this Committee or the Allen County 
Bar Association to study, I would appreciate if you would 


call me.

Subject: Storm Drainage - NE Corner McKinnie and Hessen Cassel Road 
Dear Mr. Hirschy: 


Reference our meeting today regarding the drainage problem at the above 
location, I pointed out that the Park Board has requested this department 
to prepare a preliminary plan for a storm sewer which will eliminate the 
serious flooding condition along Hessen Cassel Road. 


This study has been completed and we find that the outfall for this pro- 
posed sewer is into an existing ditch which drains your property and dis- 
charges into the 36 inch sewer recently constructed by Three Fountains, Inc. 
In addition, there is an existing 24 inch sewer which discharges into this 
ditch and drains McKinnie Avenue. 


You pointed out that it is your proposal to reroute this drain along the 
perimeter of your property so that it would not hinder future development. 
Our estimate of this rerouting and enclosing the ditch with a 36 inch pipe 
is $17,235, plus 10% for engineering and inspection. This cost also in- 
cludes 160 feet of 24 inch pipe which is necessary for the extension of the 
existing 24 inch sewer if the existing ditch is to be eliminated. 


Our proposal is to run a new line north along the west side of Hessen Cassel 
Road. This line would discharge into your new 36 inch pipe. Until such 
time as your drain is rerouted, our project cannot proceed. Therefore, we 
ask that you give your earliest consideration to having your portion of the 
sewer constructed.
